Harry Marlowe, aged 23 years, a 
brakeiuan on th e Big Four railrcad, 
was groun d to death un der a train in 
th is city last n igh t. 
Youn g Marlowe was makin g on e of 
h is first run s an d wh en th e, south 
boun d m idn igh t freigh t train pulled 
in to th is city, h e climbed down off a 
fron t car, an d made th e run ah ead to 
un lock th e switch , n ear th e Fran cis 
Bros, factory. 
It was probably th ree 
h un dred feet to th e switch , wh ere th e 
train man got off, an d h e started to 
ride th e cow catch er or pilot, th at dis­ 
tan ce, but in 'try in g to board th e mov­ 
in g train h is foot slipped an d h e fell 
ben eath th e 
en gin e. 
Fourteen cars 
passed over h is body, an d h e was 
man gled almost beyon d recogn ition . 
Th e h ead was cut off, just below th e 
n eck, h is left arm severed n ear th e 
trun k of th e body, an d h is en tire body 
bruised 
an d 
man gled. 
Death was 
probably in stan tan eous. 
On some of th e papers foun d in h is 
possession , h is address was given as 
Wabash , In dian a, but in a little n ote 
book h e h ad [w ritten : “ My n ame is 
Harry Marlowe, an d my address- is No. 
45 Frazee street, Clevelan d, Oh io. 
He h ad a n umber of letters from girl 
frien ds in h is pockets, an d in on e of 
th em th e 
w riter implored th at h e 
would n ot take up railroadin g, as sh e 
feared h e would be killed. 
He also 
bad a n umber of souven ir’post cards 
from youn g ladies, an d th e n ames an d 
addresses of over forty, livin g in all 
parts of th e coun try. 
Several letters 
were from Zan esville, Oh io, written 
from a h otel th ere. 
Coron er Will S. Coleman was called, 
h avin g just return ed from Man illa, 
wh ere h e was called by th e death of 
Fran k Martin , wh o was also run down 
by a train . 
Th e body of th e un fortun ate rail 
roader was removed to th e Fred A. 
Caldwell un dertakin g establish men t, 
wh ere i£ was prepared for burial. Th e 
family an d frien ds of th e deceased 
h ave been n otified of th e youn g m an ’s 
death .

become

ca ndida te. 
Congressma n 
J a mes E. Wa tson of Rushville, a nother 
prospective entry in the Republica n 
guberna toria l free-for-a ll, wa s a t the 
Cla ypool hotel la st night with sev­ 
era l of his friends. 
He delivered a n 
a ddress in the a fternoon a t the a nnua l 
meeting of the Ma rlon county old set­ 
tlers a t Broa d Ripple. 
He Is spea king 
five or six da ys a week in India na . 
Toda y he will deliver a n a ddress a t 
Attica before the Red Men of north­ 
ern India na . 
He spea ks a t Columbia 
City tomorrow. 
He is ma king a quiet 
ca nva ss for the nomina tion, but up 
to this time he ha s not ma de a definite 
public a nnouncement whether or not 
he is a ca ndida te.

sa ry, sha ll be constructed.” 


J udge B. F. Ha rness of Kokomo ha s 
issued a sta tem ent to the public tha t 
he is not a ca ndida te for the Repub­ 
lica n nomina tion for congress in the 
Ninth district. 
He ha s been urged to

Provincetown, Ma ss., Aug. 21.—The 
la ying of the cornerstone of the Ca pe 
Cod Pilgrims’ monument here ga ve 
President Roosevelt his first opportu­ 
nity of the summer to brea k his si' 
lence upon public questions, a nd th« 
forty-minute speech which he deliv­ 
ered from a pla tform on top of Town 
Hill wa s one of vigor a nd directness 
upon ma tters of na tiona l importa nce. 
The fea ture of his a ddress wa s his 
a dvoca cy of a na tiona l incorpora tion 
la w, a nd his sta nd in rela tion to vio­ 
la tors of the la w, especia lly corpora 
tions. With empha sis he decla red tha t 
the a dministra tion would not wa ver 
in its determina tion “ to punish certa in 
ma lefa ctors of grea t w ia lth.” 
Con­ 
tinuing. he sa id: 
“ There will be no cha nge in the 
policy we ha ve stea dily pursued, no 
let-up In efforts to secure the honest 
observa nce of the la w, for I rega rd 
this contest a s one to determine who 
sha ll rule this gove rnment, the people 
through their governmenta l a gents, or 
a few ruthless a nd determined men 
whose wea lth ma ke them pa rticula rly 
formida ble beca use they hide behind 
the brea stwork of corpora te orga niza ­ 
tion. 
“ Ma ny men of la rge wea lth ha ve 
been guilty of conduct which from the 
mora l sta ndpoint Is crimina l, a nd their 
misdeeds a re to a peculia r degree rep^ 
rehensible, beca use those committing 
them ha ve no ex cuse of wa nt, of pov­ 
erty, of we a kness a nd ignora nce to 
offer a s pa rtia l a tonement. 
When in 
a ddition to mora l responsibility these 
men ha ve a lega l responsibility which 
ca n be proved so a s to impress a judge 
a nd J ury, then the depa rtment will 
stra in every nerve to rea ch them crim­ 
ina lly. Where this is impossible, then 
it will ta ke wha tever a ction will be 
most effective under the a ctua l con­ 
ditions. 
“ Our a im is to try to do something 
effective; our purpose Is to sta mp out 
the evil; we sha ll seek to find the 
moa t effective device for this purpose, 
a nd we sha ll then use it, whether the 
device ca n be found in ex isting la w or 
must 
be 
supplied 
by 
legisla tion. 
Moreover, when we thus ta ke a ction 
a ga inst the wea lth which works in­ 
iquity, we a re a cting in the Interest 
of every ma n of property who a cts 
decently a nd fa irly by his fellows; 
a nd we a re strengthening the ha nds 
of those who propose fea rlessly to do-, 
fend property a ga inst a ll unjust a t­ 
ta cks. 
No Individua l, no corpora tion, 
obeying the la w ha s a nything to fea r 
from this a dministra tion.’’ 
The 
president 
decla red 
tha t 
the 
government would underta ke no a c­ 
tion of a vindictive type, a nd a bove a ll, 
no a ction which would inflict grea t or 
unnecessa ry suffering upon innocent 
stockholders, a nd upon the public a s 
a whole. 
He sa id tha t the govern­ 
ment’s policy in its ultima te a na lysis 
mea ns “ a hea lthy a nd prosperous ex ­ 
pa nsion of the business a ctivities of 
honegt business men a nd honest cor­ 
pora tions.” 
At one point President Roosevelt 
depa rted for a moment from his a d­ 
dress a s origina lly prepa red, to re­ 
ma rk. “ a ll tha t 1 ha ve sa id a s to de­ 
sira ble a nd undesira ble citizens re­ 
ma ins true.” 
The da y wa s noteworthy In the his­ 
tory of Ca pe Cod, 
Following the ex ­ 
ercises, a ba nquet wa s held in the 
town ha ll, a nd la ter the president wa s 
conducted to Odd Fellows ha ll, where 
he wa s introduced to more tha n 200 
Provincetown a nd Gloucester fisher­ 
men. 
The president spoke to the 
fishermen, commending their la bors 
a nd the wa y in which they performed 
them. 
At the conclusion of his rema rks 
President Roosevelt wa s driven to the 
wha rf, where he boa rded the Ma yflow­ 
er. which sa iled a t 4 o’clock on her 
return to Oyster Ba y.
